na reading of Sermons at the Stalls of all the Neighbourin 

Bookfellers. Amongft the reft of the Speétators, an old Citizen hat 
mounted his SpeCtacles upon his Nofe, and. was bufily .peeping at the 
Bawdy Reprefentation of the Gentleman and the Milk-Maid. Pray Fa- 
ther, faid I, what do you find in that Immodeft Piture. worth fuch feri- 
ous Notice? Why, PU tell you, Toung Man, fays he, I cannot without wonder 
behold in this Painting the Madne[{s and Vanity of you Young Fellows, with 
what Confidence you can take a Bear by the Tooth, without the Dread of the 
Danger. \ rather believe, faid I, you gratified fome fenfual Appetite, by 
giving Titilation to your Vitious Thoughts, from the Obfcenity of the 
A@tion. Towhich he reply’d, Indeed Mr. Inquifitive, you are much miflaken: 
but if thy Head had been where his Hand is, I foould have veiwd it with mach 
more Pleafure, To have thought in what a pretty Condition thy Nofe had been; 
“And away he fhuffied, with Compaffion towards his Corns, as ftiff as 
a York-{bire Bullock into Smithfield Market, very Merry at his Jeft; and 
chattering to himfelf like a Magpy that has Bilk’d a Gunner. 


We Walk’d a little further, and came amongft the Mufick-fhops, in 
one of which were fo many Dancing-Mafters Prentices, Fidling and 
Piping of Bories and Minuets, That the Crowd at the door could no more 
forbear Dancing into the Shop, than the Merry Stones of Thebes could 
‘refufe capéring into the Walls, when Conjur’d from Confufion, into order, 
by the Power of Orpheus’s Harmony. Amongft ’em ftood a little Red- 
fac’d Blade, beating Time upon his Counter, with as much Formality, 
as if a Bartholemew Fair Confort, with affiftance of a ‘fack-pudding, had 
been Ridiculing an Italian Sonetta in the Ballcony, to draw People into 
the Booth; and was as Prodigally Pert, in giving his Inttructions to the 
reft, as a Young Pedagogue Tutoring a Difciple in the —a his 

xatner, 
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Father. We added two to the Number of Fools; and ftcod a little, 
making our Ears do-Pennance to pleafe our Eyes, with the conceited Mo- 
tions of the Heads and Hands, which mov’d too and fro with as much 
deliberate Stiffnefs, as the Two Wooden Horojogifts at St. Dunftan’s, 
when they {trike the Quarters. 


We left thefe Jingle-Brains to their Crotchets, and proceeded to the 
Welt End of the Cathedral; where We faft byeibundance of Apples, 
Nuts, and Ginger-bread, till we came to a Metanchely Multitude, drawn 
into a Circle, giving very ferious Attention-to a Blind Ballad=finger, who 
was Mournfully fetting forth the wonderful ufefulnefs of a Godly Broad- 
Side, proper to be ftuck up in all Righteous and Sober Families, as a 
means to continue the Grace of God beforé their Eyes; and fecure even 
the little Lambs ofthe Flock, from the Temptations of-Satav. After 
he had prepared the Ears of his Congregation, with a tedious Preamble, 
in Commendation of his Divine Poem ; being mounted upon Stone, a- 
bove his Blew-Apron Auditory, he began with an::.Audible Voice to 
Lirick it over, in a Pfalm Tune, tothe great fatisfaction of the Penitent 
Affembly ; who Sigh’d and §pb’d, fhook their Heads and Cry’d; fhow- 
ing a Greater Sorrow and Contrition for their Sins, (which I believe in- 
deed were great) than the Pious Affembly at Megs’s Dancing-School, 
when the Reverend Doétor holds-forth upon Death and Judgment. At 
laft he came to the Terrible Words of Hell and Damnation, which he 
Sang out with fuch an Emphafis, that he put the People a trembling 
as if they had all been troubled with a Tertian Ague: Who liking not 
the harfh found of fuch Inharmonical Bugbear-Words, began to f{neak 
off, like a Libertine out of a ‘Church, when the Parfon gatls the old 
Sores of his Confcience, by preffing too hard upon his Vices. Many 
Charitable Chriftians, bought his Religious Sonnets, becaufe he madé 
’em himfelf; wondering how a Blind-man fhould fee to Pen fuch mar- 
vellous good things; and remember to Sing them by Heart, without the 
help of his Eye-fight. 


From thence we turn’d in thro’ the Weft Gate of St. Pas/’s Church- 
Yard; where we faw a Parcel of Stone-Cutters and Sawyers fo very 
hard at work, that I Proteft, notwithftanding the Vehemency of their 
Labour, and the Temperatenefs of the Seafon, inftead of ufing their Hand- 
kerchiefs to wipe the Sweat off their Faces, they were moft of them 
blowing their Nailes. Blefs me! SaidI to my Friend, fure this Church 
ftands in a Colder Climate than the reft of the Nation, or elfe thofe 
Fellows are of a ftrange Conftitution, to feem ready to Freez at fuch 
Warm Exercife. You muft Confider, Sg de my Friend, his is Work carryd 
on at a National Charge; and ought not to be hafen’d onin a hurry ; for the grea- 
“4 Reputation it will gain when its Finifh’d, will be,That it was fo many 

ears in Building. From thence we mov’d upa Long Wooden Bridge, 
that led to the Weft Porticum of the Church, where we intermix’d 
with fuch a Train of Promifcuous Rabble, That I fancy’d we look’d like 
the _ driving into the Ark, in order to Replenifh a New Succeeding 
World. | 


The firft part that 1 Obferv’d of this inabruptable Pile, were the Pil- 
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lars that fuftain’d the Covering of the Porch. . I cannot but conceive faid 
I, that Legs of this Vaft Strength and Magnitude, are much too big 
for the Weight of fo fmall a Body it fupports. In anfwer to which, 
my Friend repeats me this following Fable. : 


There was a Little Carpenter, and he shew’d himfelfa Mighty ftrong 
Stool out of the whole Timber, to fit and Smoke a Pipe ‘on at his Door: 
A Paflenger coming by, feeing fuch a Difproportion between the Man 
and his Seat, took an Occafion to ask him, Why he had twade fuch & huge 
Clumfy Stool for fuch a Pigmy of 2 Man? He replyed, He tik’d it binfoy. 
and car’d not whether any Body elfe did or not: Adding, He énterded it to ferve 
the Childrens Children of his Grand Children: And befides, the ftronger it is, 


fays he, if any Body finds fault, the better able it is to bear their Reflections. 


From thence we enter’d the Body of the Church; the Spacioufnefs 
of which we could not difcern for the Largenefs of the Pillars. What 
think you now, faysmy Friend? Pray how doyou like the Infide? Pll 
tell you, faid 1, 1 muft needs anfwer you as a Gentleman did another, 
who was a Great Admirer of a very Gay Lady, and ask’d his Compa- 
nion whether he did not think her a Woman of Extraordinary Beauty ? 
Who anfwer’d, Truly he could not tell, fhe might be fo for ought he knew; 


for he could fee but very little of her Face for Patches. Poh, Poh, fays the 


other, You muft not quarrel at that, (he defigns them as Ornaments, 'To which 
his Friend-reply’d, Stce (be has made them fo large, fewer might have ferv'd 


her turn; or tf {be muft wear fo many, {be might have Cut em le os tot 
think by the Pillars. » é fs 


‘We went a little further, where we Obferv’d Ten Men in a Corner, 
very bufy about Two Mens Work; taking as much care that every one 
fhould have his due proportion of the Labour, as fo many Thieves, in 
making an Exact divifion of their Booty. The wonderfu! piece of dif- 
ficulty, the whole Number had to perform, was to drag along a Stone 
of about three Hundred Weight, in a Carriage, in order to be hoifted 
upon the Moldings of the Cupula, but were fo fearful of difpatching this 
Facile Undertaking with too much Expedition, that they were fo long 
in hauling on’t half the length of the Church, that a couple of Luft 
Porters in the fame time, I am certain, would have carry’d it to Pads 
dington, without Refting of their Burthen. 


From thence we approach’d the Quire, the North-fide, by the entrance 
of which, being very much defac’d by the Late Fire, occafion’d by the 
Carelefnefs of a Plumber, who had been mending fome defective Pipes 
of the Organs; which unhappy Accident has given the Diffenters fo far 
an opportunity to refle& upon the ufe of Mufick in our Churches, that 
they Scruple not to vent their Spleen, by faying, "Twas a Judgment from 
Heav’n upon their Carvings, and their Fopperies, for difpleafing the Ears 
of the Almighty with the Prophane Tootings of fuch abominable Cat- 
Calls. Tho” fome of the moft Learned amongft ’em, and in particular 
Mr. Baxter, were of a different Opinion, as to the ufe of grave Mufick in 
Holy Places; and fo highly extoll’d and commended to all Chriftians the 
Ufetulnefs of it, that in his Chriftian Direétory, he expreffes thefe Words, 
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viz. As Spectacles are 2 Comfortable Help to the Reading of the Divine Scrip- 
tures; fo Mufick Serves to Exhilerate the Soulinthe Service of Almighty God. — 


Afternoon Prayers being now ready to begin, we pafs’d into the Quire, 


which was adorn’d with all thofe graceful Ornaments, that could any 


ways add a becoming Beauty to tlie Decency, Splendor, and Nobility of 
fo Magnificent a Structure; which indeed confider’d abftraGly from 
the whole, is fo Elegant, Awful, and well-compos’d a Part, that nothing 
but the Glorified Prefence of Omnipotence can be worthy of fo much 
Art, Grandure, and Induftry as fhines there, to the Honour of God, and 
Fame of Humane Excellence. 


When Prayers were over, which indeed was Perform’d with that Har- 
monious Reverence, and Exhilerating Order, Sufficient to reclaim the 
Wickednefs of Men, from following the Untunable Difcord of Sin; and 
bring them over to the Enlivening Harmony of Grace and Goodnefs; 
We then return’d into the Body of the Church, happily intermix’d with 
a Crow’d of Good Chriftians, who had concluded, with us, their After- 


noons Devotion. 


We now took Norice of the vaft diftance of the Pillars from whence 
they turn the Cupula, on which, they fay, is a Spire to be Erefted three 
Hundred Foot in heighth; Whofe Towering Pinacle will ftand with fuch 
Stupendious Loftinefs above Bow-Steeple Dragon or the Monuments Fla- 
ming Urn, that it will appear to the Reft of the Holy Temples, like a 


Cedar of Lebanon among fo many Shrubs, or a Goleh looking over the 


Shoulders of fo many Davids. ! 


As we were thus gazing with great Satisfaction, at the Wondrous 
Effe&ts of Humane Induftry ; raifing our Thoughts by degrees, to the 
Marvellous Works of Omnipotence, from thofe of his Creatures, we Ob- 
ferved an Old Country fellow leaning upon his Stick, and ftaring with 
great amazement up towards Heaven, thro’ the Circle from whence the 
Arch isto be turn’d: Seeing him fix’d in fuch a ruminating Pofture, I 
was defirous of knowing his Serious Thoughts, in order to difcover which, 
I ask’d him his Opinion of this Noble Building; and how he lik’d the 
Church? Church! reply’d he, tis 0 more like a Church than I am. Ads~ 
heart! Its more by half like agreat Goofe Pye I have feen at my Landlords; and 
this Embrotder’d hole in the middle of the Top is like the Place in the upper Craft 
where they put in the Butter. {could not forbear laughing at the odnefs 
of Slouch’s Notion; and hoping to hear fomething further from him that 
might give us a little Diverfion, we continued his Company. Prithee, 
faid I, honeft Country-man, fince thou do’ft not believe it to be a Church, 
what place do’{t thou take it to be? Why fays he, PU warrant you now 
thou think’{t me to be [uch an Arrant FoolI can’t tell, but thou art miftaken ; 
tor my Vather was a lrooper to Oliver Cromwel, avd Ihave heard him fay, 


Many a time, he has fet up his Horfe here; and do you think the Lord will ever 


Dwell in a Howfe made out of a Stable? That was done, faid I, by a pars 
cel of Rebellious People, who had got the upper-hand of the Government ; 


and car’d not what Murder, Sacriledge, Treafon, and Mifchief they Com- 


mitted: But it was a Church before it was converted to that Heathenifh 
ufe 
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ufe, and fo itis now. Why then, fays Roger, I thiak in good Truth the 

Cavaliers are as much to blame in making a Church of Stable, as the Round- 

heads were, in making a Stable of a Church, and there’s a Rowland for yours 

Oliver; avd fo good-by to you. Away he trudg’d, like the true Of 
; {pring of Schifmatical and Rebellious Anceftors; expreffing in his’ looks 
i . no little Malice and Contempt towards the Magnificency of the Build- 
ing, which they ave been always ready to deface, when they have had 
any Opportunity. 


: We now began to Stifle our Sober and more Elevated Thoughts and 
Contemplations ; and form in our felves.a futable Temper, to a differ- 
\ ent Undertaking ; which was to obferve fome Difconfolate Figures which 
were wandring about the Church like Mice in an empty Barn, or Snails 
in a Vintners Cellar; as iftheir Mellancholy thoughts had tempted them 
: foolifhly to look for what they were affur’d they fhould not find; Some 
; of them look’d as pale'as if troubled with the Hypochondry, and fancy’d 
themfelves to be walking in fome Subteranean Cavern, far remote from 
! that Tranfitory World in which they had once been Sinners. Thefe 
: had their Eyes: caft down, as if they had great regard to their Foot- 
| fteps, as if they were under fome Melancholy Apprehenfion (if they took 
| not great care) of fliping into a Bottomlefs-Pit, from whence there is no 
Redemption. 


Others walking with their Arms Acrofs, ftaring about with their Eyes 
direted altogether upwards, as if they were fo deeply fallen in Love with 
the Beauty of the Building, that their Senfes were Ravifh’d with each 
Mafterly ftroak of the skillful Stone-Cutter..: Amorg{t the reft, here 
and therea Lady, who look’d as Wild and Wanton, as if (tho fhe was 
admiringthe Church) fhe thought more ona Gallant than {he did on her 
Devotions ; and would rather fing a Song, than fay her Prayers; or fee 
a Play, than hear a Sermon. 








The next that we remark’d, were a kind of a Cuckoldy Row of pe- 
nurious Citizens, confifting in Number of about half a dozen; who, I 
fuppofe, had taken Sanétuary in the Church to talk’Treafon with Bit, 
or becaufe it was Cheaper walking there, then fitting 4i-a’ Coffee-houfe : 
Their Heads, Tongues, Hands, and Eyes, were all eagerly in Motion, 
fhowing they were extraordinary intent upon fome wonderful Proje€tion. 
At laft 1 conjeCtur’d from words which I over-heard, they were fome 
of the fhallow-brain’d Cadies, who were drawn in by the Land-Bank, and 
were fumbling out a Method of licking themfelves whole, by cheating 
of other People. Thefe I thought, like the Money-Changers ought to 
have been whip’d out of the Temple. 





There was nothing offer’d worth our further Obfervation, except a 
parcel of Wenches fit for Husbands, playing at Hoop and Hide among 
the Pillars, who were full able enough, and, I fuppofe, willing, of an 
Evening to help the young Work-men home with their Tools, ifthey 
would venture to thruft them into their Cuftody. This revelling of 
Girls | thought was very indecent ; and ought to be carefuly preven- 
ted, left the New Church be polluted far worfe than the Old one; and 
inftead of a Stable be defil’d with worfe Beafts than Horfes. From 
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From thence we made our Egrefs on the South-fide; and quitted the 
Confecrated bounds of this Holy Leviathan; and. crofs’d a Dirty Ken- 
nel to take a view of a Parcel of Cleanly Beau Prentices, who were wal- 
king in their Mafters Shops with their Perriwigs juft Comb’d out of 
Buckle, well drudg’d with the Barbers Powdering Puff, the extravagant 
ufe of which, made them appear fo Party-Colour’d, That their upper 
Parts look’d like Millers; aud their Coats, from the Waft downwards, 
hanging in as many folds as a Watermans Dublet, to fhow there was 
more Cloth in the Skirts of one Tunica, than any of their Anceftors 
wore in a whole Suit. But thus much may be faid in excufe of ’em, 
They may the better afford it, becaufe. they are Woollen-Drapers. 


By this time we were come to an Arch, where we turn’d in, on the 
left hand of which many Scatcheons were hung out,as if Funerals were 
ore in Fafhion at this End of the Town, than any part I had yet feen. 
Had I been skill’d in Heraldry, I might have Blazon’d the Vanity ofa 
great many Noble Families, who are apt to Boaft of their Coates of 
Arms, tho’ there are blots which denote Treafow in one, Cowardice in 
another, I/ligitimacy ina third, and Murder in a fourth, &c. Yet the 
Vulgar underftanding them not, they are fometimes Reverenc’d for that 
Painted Diftinction which they ought to be Afham’d of. I ask’d my 
Friend the meaning ofall thefe Gawdy Hierogliphicks being hung out in 
fo privete a Thorough-fare. You are Miftaken, fays he, this is a Place 
of Great Bufinefs, for moft Perfons who Travel in Dead Mens Shooesare 
Neceffitated to come this way, and ask leave of thofe who never knew 
one of their Family, whether they fhall Enjoy that which no Body has any 
Right to but themfelves: And that Shop where you fee fo many Good 
Colours flung away upon Paper, like fo much Gold upon Ginger-bread, 
belongs to a Herald Painter, who indeed (give him his due) is as honeft 
a Man asever guided Pencile; and has taken as much pains, at his own 
expence, to detect a Knave, and prevent the Publick’s being Cheated, as 
ever his Neighbour did to fubdue a Stubborn Confcience, and make it 
pliable to his Own and the Nation’s Int’reft : This is his Office, who upon 
juft grounds laid open the Funeral Interloper, the Robber, inftead of 
Sesharess, of the Dead; the Cozener of the Living, the Corrupter of 
Gentlemens Coachmen, the Invader of Tradeimens Properties, the Un- 


dervalluer of poor Menr Labour, the Fool of an Embalmer, and the 
Knave of an Undertaker. 


Pray, faid I, whofe great Houfe is that on the Right-hand, which, 
tho’ it looks fo ftately, it appears as plain as a Phyficians Coach, or a 
Gouty States-mans Horfe-Litter ? Why that, reply’d my Friend, was a 
large Trap fet by the Governmentto Catch the Popular Weafle, fo much 
talk’d of, who ftood fo long tottering in the beginning of the Revolution, 
between Hawk and Buzzard, but at laft he {nap’d at the Bait, and was 
taken ; and froma Man of a Difcontented Confcience, is become as well 
fatisficd fince, as if De ‘fare and De Facto had never been a point in 
Queftion. This is the Seat of him, to his everlafting praife be it fpoken, 
who. ferv‘d his Followers as Saa/ did the Gentles, and became a Convert 
to the Faith in Fafhion: There being this Difference to be contider’d, 
The one gota Better Name, and a Worfe Living ; The othera Better 


Living, 
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Living, but a Worfe Name. He has been Baited Fifty times: worfe 
than ever the Tygar was; for every Scribling Mungrel in the Town has 
had a fair {nap at him, till at laft they Uscas'd him, but all to little 
purpofe; for his Cafe fince is fo well amended, that there are but three 
Dangers which he ftands in fear of, viz. The Coming of King J——s; 
the Scolding of his Wife, and a Confumption. 


That place, fays he, on the Left-hand, is a Spiritual Purgatory, to tor. 
ment Fornicators and Adulterers: Where they bring many Sinnersto Pey- 
nance, bat very few to Repentance. And ufe to Excommunicate People Out 
of the Church, for not Going thither. ‘That me thinks; faid J, is like forcing 
a Man to Forbear fuch Vidtuals which he cannot endure to Eat, or Debar- 
ing him of fuch Company, which he always hated to keep. This Liberty 
of Confcience, fays my Friend, has been a Devilifh Thors,in their fides 5 
for in the Joyful days of Church-Perfecution, they us’d to have two or 
three Brace of Diffenters every Morning for Breakfaft, but now the Office 
is dwindled into fuch a Vacancy of Bufinefs, that their Neighbouring Vint- 
ner defpairs of ever being made an Alderman; for the White-horfe Ale» 
houfe has run away with moft of his Cuftomers. 


Pray, faid I, whither does that Paffagée lead, where thofe Country Fel- 
lows ftand gaping and ftaring about? That, reply’d my Friend, is Doétors 
Commons, and they are come to Town about the Probat of fome laft dyin 
Will and Teftament, Adminftration, Caveat, or fomefuch Bufinefs. It’s 
wonder none of the Spiritual Cormorants have feiz’d them yet, for they are 
generally as quick-fighted as Hawkes, and love as dearly to Prey upona 
Country Curmudgion, as a Hound does upon Horfe-flefh. In that Court 
_ Live the Learned Readers of the Law Civil, who made fuch aterible buftle 
with the Poor Word Abdication ; but after all their Debates and Conful- 
tations, could not, with the affiftance of their Magick, Conjure up any 
‘other Puzzling Crambo fo proper for their purpofe; and at laft did ap- 


? 


prove that the Word might ftand, inftead of a better. 


We adjourn’d fromthence back into Pasi?s Church-Yard, and turn’d 
Weftward into a famous ftreet, wherein a Noble Poftern was prefented to 
our View, the ftatelinefs of its Appearance made me inquifitive with my 
Friend what they call’d this Edifice ; to what purpofe Built, and to what 
Ufe Converted. Whotold me it was call’d Ladgate, rais’d both as an Or- 
nament and Security of the City. And thro’ a Charitable Compaffion to 
Unfortunate. Citizens, it is made a Commodious Prifon for Freemen; 
furnifh’d with fuch Conveniencies, and fo plentifully fupply’d with Pro- 
vifions, by the Gifts of Good People, and other Certain Allowances, that 
many live far better init, than ever they did out on’t; and are fo fallen in: 
Love with their Confinement, that they would not change it for Liberty. 


After we had fhot the Arch, we turn’d upa ftreet, which my Compa- 
nion told me was the O/d-Baily. We walk’d on till we came to a great’ 
pair of Gates ; it being a Remarkable'place, according to my ufual Cuftome, 
{ requefted my Friend to give me fome further knowledge of the mat- 
ter, who Inform’d me’twas Fuftice-Hall, where a Dooms-day Court was 
‘held once.a Month, to Sentence fuch Canary-Birds to a Penitential — 

- Cc ? who 
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who will tather be Choak’d by the Product of Hempfeed, for living 
Roguifhly, than exert their Power in Lawful Labour, to purchafe their 
Bread Honeftly. In this narrow part of the Street, into which we are 
now paffing, many a fuch wretch has taken his laft walk; for weare 
going towards that famous Univerfity, where, if a Man hasa mind to 
Educate a hopeful Child in the Daring Science of Padding, the Light- 
finger’d Subtlety of Shop-lifting, the excellent ufe of Jack and Crow for 
the filently drawing Bolts, and forcing Barricadoes; with the knack of 
Sweetening; or the moft ingenious dexterity of Picking Pockets, let him 
but enter him in this Colledge on the Common-fide, and Confine him 
clofe to his ftudy but for three Months, and if he does not-come out 
Qualified to take any Degree of Villany, he muft be the moft honeft 
Dunce that ever had the Advantage of fuch Eminent Tutors. 


From thence my Friend led me thro a Place call’d Gilt-/pur-ftreer, and 
brought me to a fpacious Level, which he told me was diftinguifh’d by 
the Name of Swmithfield-Rounds, which entertain’d our Noftrils with fuch 
a Savory Scent of Roaft-meat, and furpris’d my Ears with the Jingling 
Noife of fo many Jacks, that I ftar’d about me likea Country Bump- 
kin in Spittle-fields amongft {o many Throfters-Mills ; and feeing fuch a 
bufie Number of Cooks at ‘work, I thought my felf in the Kitchin to 
the Univerfe; and wonder’d wherethe Gluttons could Live who were 
to devour fuch vaft Quantities of fundry forts of Food, which run fo 
merrily round before Large Fires,in every Greafy Manfion. We foon 
deliver’d our {queamifh Stomachs from the Surfeitng Fumes that arofe from 
their Rotten-roafted Diet, which made the ftreet ftink like a Hampjbire 


Farmers Yard, when fingeing of a Bacon-Hog. 


And from thence we proceeded to the Rails, where Country Carters 
ftood Arm’d with their Long Whips, to keep their Teams (upon Sale) 
in a due Decorum, who were drawn up into the moft fightly order, 
with their fore-feet mounted ona Dung-hill, and their Heads drefs’d up 
to as much advantage as an Inns-of-Court Sempftrefs, or the Miftrefs of 
a Boarding-School: Some with their Manes Frizzled up, to make ’em 
appear high Wither’d, that they look’d as Fierce as one of Hunge/s’s 
Wild-Boares. Others with their Manes Plaited, as if they had been rid- 
den by the Night-Mare: And the Fellowcs that attended ’em made as 
uncooth Figures as the Monfters in the Jempef. Amongft thefe Cat- 
tel, here and there, was the Conduétor of a Dung-Cart, 1n his Dirty Sur- 
plice, wrangling about the Price of a Beaft, asa wary Purchafer; and that 
he might not be deceived inthe Goodnefs of the Creature, he muft fee 
him ftand Three fair pulls at a Poft, to which the poor Jade’s ty’d, that 
he may exert his Strength, and fhow the Clown her Excellencies; for 
which he ftroafes him on the Head, or claps him on the Buttocks, to 


recompence his Labour 


We went a little further, and there we faw a parcel of Poor rag- 


ged Rapfcallions, mounted upon Scrubbed Tits, {.owring about the 


Rounds; fome Trotting, fome Galloping, fome Pacing, and others Stum- 
bling; blundering about in that Confufion, that I thought them, like 


fo many Beggars on Horfe-back, Riding to the Devil; or a —_ 
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of Frenth Proteftants upon Dover Road, fcrambling Poft-hafte up to 
Pick-acdilly 


_ Pray Friend, faid I, what are thofe Eagle-look’d Fellows in their Nar- 
row-brim’d White-Beavers, Jockeys Coats, a Spur in One heel, and Bend- 
ed Sticks in their Hands, that are fo bufily peeping into every Horfes 
Mouth, and faunter about the Market like Wolves in a, Wildernets, as 
ifthey were feeking whom they fhould Devour? Thote Blades, fays my 
Friend, art a fubtle fort of Swithfeld-Foxes, call’d sforfe-Courfers, who 
Swear every Morning by the Bridle, ‘They will never from any Man fuf- 
fer a Knavifh Trick, or ever do an Honeft one. They are a fort of 
Exglifh Fews, that never deal with a Man but they Cheat him; and have 
a rare faculty of Swearing a Man out of his Senfes; Lying him out of 
his Reafon, and Cozening him out of his Morey. Ifthey havea Horfe 
to fell that is Stone-blind, theyll call a Hundred Gods to Witnefs he | 
can fee as well as you can. If he be down-right Lame, they will ufe 
all the Affeverations that the Devil can affift.’em with, that it’s nothing 
but a Spring-hault. If he be asrotten asa Town-Stallion who has been 
‘Twenty times in the Powdering-Tub, they will warrant, upon their Souls 
Damnation, he’s as Sound asa Roach. And if he be Twenty Years Old, 
theyll Swear he comes but Seven next Grafs, if they find the Buyer has 
not Judgment enough to difcover the Contrary. 


I perceive, faid I, this is a Market for Black Cattle as well as Horfes: 
Yes, reply’d my Friend, if we had come in the Morning, you would 
have feen the Butchers as Bufie in handling the Flanks and Arfes of Oxen; 
as now the Jockeys are in fumbling about the Jaws of Horfes: But now 
the Market is almoft over: yet you may fee fome We//b Runts and Scorch 
Carrion, which wait for the coming of Shore-ditch Butchers, who buy ’em 
up for the Spittle-fields Weavers, and the Poorer fort of Hugonites, who 
have taken pofeffion of that part of the Town; and, like the Scots, have 
no great kindnefs for Fat Meat, becaufe they never us’dto Eat any in 


their own Country. 


Come, fays my Friend, now we are here, we'll take a turn quite round, 
and then we fhal) efcape nothing worth obferving. In order to com- 
pleat our Circular Walk, we mov’d on; but had as many Stinking-whiffs 
of Oroonoko Tobacco blown into our Noftrils, as would have cur’d an Af- 
— Patient of the Tooth-ach, or put a Nice Lady into a gentle Sa- 
ivation. 


. By this Time we were come to an Arch, about the middle of the Row, 
where a parcel of Long-leg’d Loobies were ftufling their Lean Carca- 
fes with Rice Milk and Furmity, till it run down at each corner of their 
Mouths back into their Porringers, that each of them were a true on 
of Martin Barwel’s Feeding the Cat with Cuftard: We pafs’d by thefe 
devouring Gang of Milk-fops, and came up to the Corner of a narrow 
Lane, where Money for Old Books was writ upon fome part or other of 
every Shop, as furely as Money for Live Hair, upon a Barbers Window. 
We took a fhort turn into it, and fo came back, where we faw a Couple 


of poor Schollars, -with difconfolate Looks, and in Thredbare Black News 
ing

had Purchafed with the Sweat of their Brows. And a Parfon almoft in 
every Shop, fearching the Shelves with as much Circum{pection to find 


out a Book worth Purchafing, as ever Cock us’d upon a Dunghill of 
Rubbifh when he’s fcraping tor an Oat worth Pecking. | 


Being now pretty well tired with our Days Journey, we concluded to 
Refrefh our felves with one quart of Claret, before we walk’d any further; 
and being near the Sign of Honours Fountain, the Crown, the Repre- 
fentation of which Royal Diadem, I thought no Vinter would prefume 
to diftinguifh his Houfe by, unlefs he had Wine in his Cellar fit to blefs 
the Lips of Princes; to experience the Truth of which Notion, we ftep’d 
in, where the Jolly Mafter, like a true Kinfman of the Bacchanalian Ka- 
mily, met usin the Entry witha Manly Refpeét; and bid us wellcome. 
We defir'd he would fhow us up ftaires into a Room forward ; accor- 
dingly in his own proper Perfon, like a Complaifant Gentleman Ufher, 
he condufteu us into a large ftately Room where, at firft Entrance, I 
difcern’d the Mafterly Stroakes of the fam’d Fuller’s Pencil, the whole 
Room being Painted with that commanding Hand, that his Dead Figures 
appear’d with fuch Lively Majefty, that they begot Reverence in us the 
Spectators, towards the Awful Shadows ; our Eyes were fo Delighted with 


this Noble Entertainment, that every Glance gave new Life to our

By this time we had Tippled of our Salubrious Juice; and Bufinefs 
denying us leifure to Renovate our Lives with t’other Quart, we took 
our leaves, with a promife to récompence this refpeétful Ufage, at a better 
Opportunity. Wehad not gone above Ten Strides from the Door, bur 
we faw 4 Clufter of Tun-belly’d Mortals, with Malignant Afpeds, 
Arm’d with ftardy Oak, of an unlawful fize, looking as fharp upon 
every Paffenger, as if, Canibal-like, they were juft ready to devour ’em. 
I enquir’d of my Friend, what le took thefe ill-favour’d Crew to be, 

whole Bull-Dog Countenances, and Prepofterous Bodies, fpoke ’em be- 
twixt Men and Monfters? Thefe Fellows, fays my Companion, which 
you feem to be fo much Armaz’dat, are nothing but Serjants, who are 
waiting to give fome body a Clap on the Shoulder: This Corner is their 
Plying-place ; and is as feldom to be found without Rogue, as Grays. 
nn-Walks without a Whore, or New-gate-Market without a Basket-Wo- 
man. We mov’d on fromthence,till we cameto the Corner of a Street, 
from whence a parcel of Nimble-Tongu’d Sinners leap’d out of their 
Shops and fwarm’d about me like fo many Bees about a Hone -fuckle ;

We Jogg’d on from thence, to relieve our Nofes from their Sweaty Feet 
and Nafty Jackets, that out-{tunk a Dog-kennel, and cros’d over, Fet- 
lock (deep im Mud and Filthinets, to the Sheep-Pens: Where a parcel 
of Dirty Mungrels did the Drudgery of their worfe look’d Mafters = ‘and 
reduc’d each f{tragling Innocent to his proper Order-and Decorum. Butch- 
ers were here ‘as Bufie as Brokers upori Change ;- and were gropin 
their Ware, with as much Caution, to know whether they are Soun 
and Wholefome, asa Prudent Sports-man would a Néw the- Aven: 
tance of a Loofe Converfation. Money, inevery Houfe feem’d to be'a 
plentiful Commodity ; for every Ruffet-colour’d Clown was either Paying 
or Receiving, to the great uneafinefs. of fuch who pafs’d by and wanted 
it: We walk’d on till'we came the end of a little ftinking Lane, 
which my Friend told me was Chick-Lane ; where Meafly Pork, and Neck. 
Beef ftood out in Wooden Platters, adorn’d with Carrots, and Garnifh’d 
with the Leafs of Mary-golds: Where, Carriers and Drovers farin Pub- 
lick View, ftuffing their Infatiate Appetites, with greafie Swines Flefh; till 
the Fat Drivel’d down from the Corners of their Mouths, as Spittl¢ from 
the Lips of a Changeling. | | 


Having now feen allthe Market could aiford, we croft the Rounds, 
and went into a Lofty Cloifter, which my Friend told me was the Lames 
Ho/pital: Where a parcel of Wretches were hopping about, by the affift- 
ance of their Crutches, like fo many Lincoln’ s+Inn-Field Mumpers, draw 
ing into a Body to attack the Coach of fome Charitable Lord: ‘Wo- 
men were. here almoft as Troublefome as the Long-Lane Clickers, and 
were fo: importunate with us to have fome Dealings with them, that 
we had much adoto forbear handling their Commodities. I look’d about 
me, and could-not forbear taking Notice of two things, viz. The Pretty. 
nefs of the Place, and the Homeline/s of the Women. Sure, faid I, the 
Noblemen never come to this Seraglio to choofe themfelves Miftreffes ; 
for, I proteft, I can fcarce fee one among them all handfome enough'to 
make a Wife fora Parfon. As many Names were Pencill’d out upon the 
Walls, as if there had been the Genealogy of the Twelve Tribes, or a 
publick Regifter of all the Topping Cuckolds in the City. Task’d my 
Friend the meaning of this Long Catalogue of Efquires and Worfhips, 
who told me, they were the Names of the Benefactors, Oftentatioufly 
fet up, thatevery Paffenger may fee what a Number of Charitable Lord 
Mayors and Aldermen we have had in.our Famous Metropolis: And 
indeed it was Politically enough done of the Governours ; for its a great 
Encouragement for others, who Glory in their Good Deeds, to do the 
like: Who, if it was not for feeing their Names in great Letters, to 
Vainly beget amongft Men an Opinion of their Peity, would no more dif- 
pofe of a Groat to Charitable Ufes, than they would give a Portion to 
a Daughter who has pleas’d herfelf in the Choice of a Husband, with- 
out the Confent of her Father, You may Imagine by the Number of the 
Names, it is largly Endow’d, there being feveral other Branches belong- 
ing to the fame Foundation, as Kjngsland Hofpital, and St. Thomas’s in 
Southwark. And Pray, faid I, what are thefe Hofpitals for? My Friend 
anfwering, for the receiving of Sick and Lame Soldiers and i 
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and other Poor Wretches, that can make Intereft; and here they keep 
em upon Water-grucl and Milk-porridge, till they are either Dead or 
Well; and then they turn them either into this Wide World, or the Next, 
about their Bufinefs. 


We went from thence (thro a Narrow Entry, which Jed’tus by a 
a.parcel of Dimiuntive Shops, where fome were buying Gloves, fome 
fmoking Tobacco, others drinking Brandy) into a famous Piazz: where 
one was Selling of Toys, another Turning of Nut-crackers, a third, with 
a pair of Dividers, marking out fuch a parcel of Tringum-Trangums, 
to underftand the Right Ufe of which, is enough to puzzlethe Brains of 
an Efculapius. Fromhence we pafs’d into another Cloiftes, whofe Rufty 
Walls and Obfolete Ornaments denoted great Antiquity; where abun+ 
dance of little Children, in Blue Jackets and Kite-Lanthorn’d Caps, were 
very bufy at their feveral Recreations. This,fays my Friend,was Original- 
ly founded by Edward the Sixth,for the Education of Poor Children; but 
has been largely improv’d fince by additional Gifts; and is one of the 
Nobleft Foundations in England. No Youth can have the Advantage of 
a bettet Education ; and are afterwards provided for according as they’re 
Qualified, being fent either, to Sea, Trades, or the Univerfiry. There 
is a Ridiculous Story reported, and Credited by many People, whic is, 
That a Gentlewoman poet of Great Riches, when fhe came to Die, gave her 
whole Eftace to this Hofpital, leaving behind her a poor Sifter, for whom fhe 
Neglected to make any Provifion, who having the Expectancy of the Eftate after 
the others deceafe, and finding herfelf unhappily difappuinted, and Reflecting too 
deeply upon her Unfortunate Condition, and the unkindnefs of ber Sifter, broke 
her Heart ; and upon her Death Bedrafbly pronounc’d the Curfe of fome Diftem 
always to attend the Hofpital: ever fince which time it has not been freed hon 
the Itch: But I look upon this Tale to be very Fabulous ; for indeed it 
would be very wonderful that fo many hundred Children, tho’ look’d after 
with all the Cleanlinefs imaginable, fhould at any time be all free from 
thofe Diftempers to which they are chiefly Incident. 


After we had taken a Turn round the Cloifter, we made our Egrefs 
towards Newgate Street, in order to pay a Vifit to Phyfictans-Colledge, and 
fome other Neighbouring Places; an Account of which, for wont of Room, 
I fhall defer till my Next. 
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
